ENDS LIFE TO VINDICATE 
HIS -ONOR AS A SOLDIER 


Iowan Says in Note He Was Ac- 
cused Falsely of Shooting 
Self in War.

CHICAGO, March 15.—Hugo 
Ferdinand Lindholm of Davenport, 
la., identified by papers found on 
his body, leaped to death today 
from the ‘seventh floor of the 
Pershing Hotel om the South Side. 
Lindholm léft a note stating. he 
wanted to die to vindicate his 
honor as a soldier and atone for 
the recent suicide of his father 
which he believed he had caused 
indirectly. The father, who re- 
cently resigned from the Davenport 
City Council after serving for more 
than 25 years, was found to be still 
alive, however. The younger Lind- 
holm came to Chicago last Thurs- 
day, his father said, expecting to 
consult an attorney regarding a 
pension matter. 

The note left by Lindholm in the 
hotel room said he had been ac- 
cused falsely of having shot him- 
self in France during the World 
War in order to be invalided out 
of the front lines. He said he no 
longer could endure those mem- 
ories. He was about 35 years old. 


REPRESENTATIVE W. H. NEWTON 
HOOVER'S THIRD SECRETARY 


Minnesotan Will Be Liaison Officer 
Between President and Inde- 
pendent Agencies. 

By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, March 15.— 
Representative Walter H. Newton 
of Minnesota today was appointed 
third secretary to President Hoo- 
ver. 

Newton will be HNaison officer 
between the chief executive and 
the heads of the various independ- 
ent agencies of the Government 
such as the Veterans’ Bureau and 
the Shipping Board. He will re- 
sign from Congress and will enter 
upon his new duties in the near 
future. 

Newton was one of the most ac- 
tive in the management of the pre- 
convention campaign of President 
Hoover and during the campaign 
for the presidency was in charge 
of the Western speakers’ bureau. 
His salary as secretary to the pres- 
ident will be the same as that he 
receives as a member of Congress 
—$10,000 a year. 

The position Newton is to occupy 
is a new one and is regarded by 
the chief executive as one of the 
highest importance. 

The three semi-judicial agencies 
of the Government—the Interstate 
Commerce Commission, the Fed- 
eral Trade Commission and the 
Tariff Commission—will be except- 
ed from the general jurisdiction of 
the new liaison officer but such 
negotiations as they find it neces- 
sary to have with the President un- 
doubtedly will be carried 
through Newton.

Rebel Force Occupying City 
Flees Without Striking a 
Blow, According to Offi- 


cial Report. 


TORREON IS NEXT 
FEDERAL OBJECTIVE 


Five Columns of Govern- 
ment Troops Converging 
Upon That City in Encir- 
cling Movement. 


MEXICO CITY, March 15.—Col. 
Ricardo Tapia, chief of the presi- 
dential staff, announced at noon 
today that cavalry constituting the 
advance guard of Gen. Calles’ army 
had occupied Durango this morn- 
ing. 

The rebel forces under Gen. Juan 
Getalberto Amaya, were said to 
have fled from Durango on the ap- 
proach of the Federals, presumably 
going north. 

Gen. Calles himself was expect- 
ed to reach Durango by midday to 
establish headquarters in prepara- 
tion for a march on Torreon, the 
rebel stronghold, 150 miles away, 
upon which five Federal columns 
are now converging. 

Torreon is 150 miles northeast of 
Durango. 

Rebel Defeat Reported. 

A Government communique this 
afternoon disclosed that Federals 
and rebels met in an engagement 
between Saltillo and Torreon sev- 
eral days ago in which 50 insurg- 
ents were reported killed and 105 
taken prisoner. The Federal losses 
were 10 killed. 

The report to the Government, 
given out at Chapultepec Castle, 
Said that the clash occurred near 
the town of Derramadero when the 
Federal forces under Gen, Saturni- 
no Cedillo, overtook rebels fleeing 
trom Saltillo to Torreon, 

In his telegraphic report to the 
Covernment, Cedillo today said his 
forces continued in pursuit’ of the 
insurgents. 

The Federal offensive against 
Torreon consists of three columns 
from the East under the command 
of Generals Andreu Almazan, 
Saturino Cedillo and Lazardo Car- 
denas. A fourth part of the force 
of Beneval Calles, operated along 
the railroad between Canitas, Zac- 
atecas and Torreon. The fifth, un- 
der Gen. Calles, wads engaged in 
the attack on Durango, prior to a 
movement against Torreon from 
the southwest. 

The three divisions moving from 
the east expect to converge at 
Lake Viezca, midway between Tor- 
reon and Parras and 36 miles east 
of Torreon. Unconfirmed reports 
said part of Gen. Almazan’s force 
already had reached this point. 

The eastern. armies have artil- 
lery for use in, bombardment of 
Torreon. 

From the east and _ southeast 
tearing up of railway lines has de- 
layed the Federal advance. 
treating rebels attached 
rails chains fastened to 
tives and tore the tracks to pieces. 

Gen. Calles expects to find the 
line from Durango to ‘Torreon 
much less damaged in this way 
than other lines entering’ the 
Coahuilan citye and that accounts 
partly for his plan to obtain con- 
trol of the State before attacking 
Torreon. 

Rebel Gold on Way to U. §S. 

Government bulletins late  yes- 
terday and early today told of fur- 
ther movements of rebel families 
northward into the United States. 
It was said the wife of Gen. Esco- 
bar had arrived at Juarez with a 
large amount of gold which she 
was expected to take into’ the 
United States. 

Dispatches from Vera Cruz said 
that five ranking officers of the 
Jesus Maria Aguirre 
were executed last Tuesday -with 
Gen. Simon Aguirre. The _ five 
were: Gen. Jose Trinidad Rojas, 
Francisco Acosta, who was 
chief of the Yaqui forces; Col. 
Jorge Crail, Col. Francisco Aviles 
Mancilla and Col. Ignacio Acosta, 
Eighty-four others were taken 
prisoners and at present are held 
at Vera Cruz for military trial. It 
was sald the rebel troops became 
demoralized at Santa Lucrecia 
upon the approach of the lederal 
army and told their officers they 
must either surrender or be killed 
by their own men. An attempt 
was made to obtain favorable terms 
of surrender, but these were re- 
fused. <All except Gen. Jesus 
Aguirre nevertheless decided to 
surrender and face courtmartial.

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BRITISH DOCTORS 
SKEPTICAL ABOUT 
THERAPEUTIC RAYS 


No Reason to Think Them | 
More Healing Than Mus- 
tard Plaster, Report Says. 


LONDON, March 15.—An offi- 
cial report of a committee of the 
British Medical Research Council 
questioning possible benefits’ in 
artificial light treatment gave rise 
yesterday to considerable discus- 
sion in English medical circles. 

The council's criticism of radio 
therapy attracted attention partic- 
ularly because of recent application 
of the treatment to the King. How- 
ever, this use was not alluded to in 
the report. 

The investigators said there was 
no reason to believe that artificial 
light could do more than a mus- 
tard plaster, which is “infinitely 
cheaper.” They declared their 
confidence in the efficacy of the 
ray treatment in certain special 
cases but said they wished to com- 
bat what they in effect intimated 
Was a popular craze for the artifi- 
cial light treatments upon which 
great sums of private and public 
money were being expended. 

After citing a series of experi- 
ments with school children, the re- 
port said artificial sunlight “gave | 
no gain in weight or height and 
none observed in mentality or 
“spirits,” while the incidence’ cf 
minor ailments was actually rather 
higher.”’ 

“No objective evidence was pro- 
vided that results achieved could 
not have been far more cheaply 
gained by proper food.’ the com- 
mittee reported.

Among Those Rounded 
Up by Police. 


SUSPECT AT MOVIE 
AT TIME, HE SAYS 


Victim, Father of Six Chil- 
dren, Had Taken Foster 
Daughter From Husband 
After Elopement. 


Sam Bocchieri, 32-year-old 


father of six children, was ambush- 
ed and shot to death at 11:10 
o'clock last night when “he drove 
his automobile into a frame garage, 
which he rented, at 1507 Wash 
street, less than a block ‘from the 
flat at 1426A Wash street, where 
he lived with his wife and children. 
As he stepped out ‘of the car he 
was fired on by two men. The as- 
sassins, following an old Sicilian 
custom, flung their weapons in the 
face of their fallen victim, and fled. 

The garage is a small structure 
Situated near the sidewalk, be- 
tween larger buildings. Ii:has only 
one door. Although shot in three 
places, the back of the neck and 
both shoulders, Bocchieri evi- 
dently chased his assailants to the 
street where he collapsed on the 
sidewalk and died. 

Bocchieri had no police record. 
For the last six months he had 
been employed steadily as a shoe- 
worker and he carried a card ot 
the Shoeworkers’ Union. He was a 
native of Italy. 

Trying to Trace Movements, 

Police are attempting to trace 
his movements ih the four hours 
that elapsed between 7 o'clock, 
when he left his home after din- 
ner, and the time of his death. On 
leaving home, he told his wife ne 
planned to go to a motion picture 
show at Thirteenth street and 
Franklin avenue, The show. lasts 
two hours. 

In the garage beside Bocchieri’s 
machine, police found two .38 cali- 
ber revolvers from which seven 
shots had been fired. One weapon 
was Of Spanish make, the other 
American. The automobile engine 
was still warm. The fact that Boc- 
chieri was shot at close range was 
indicated by powder burns on the 
back of his coat. 

Bocchieri’s body was identified 
by his brother-in-law, Charles 
Bruno, who occupies the first floor 
of the flat at 1426 Wash. 

No Witnesses, No Clew. 

No witnesses to the murder could 
be found. Police were without a 
definite clew. but nevertheless be- 
gan a roundup of persons or ques- 
tioning, as is customary in such 
cases. 

Among those taken into custody 
was Samuel Lagrasso, 19-year-old 
shoeworker, 1123 North Fourteenth 
street, who eloped to Collinsville 
last Oet. 23 with Lena Lonigre, 
Bocchieri’s 17-year-old foster 
daughter. On the elopers’ return 
to St. Louis they lived tegether for 
eight days until Bocchieri learned 
of the bride's whereabouts and 
took her back to his home, where 
she has since remained. 

Imugrasso offered an alibi. He 
said he returned home from a 
downtown movie at 9:30 o'clock 
and went to bed half an hour 
later. He was arrested at his 
home.

admitted that Bocchieri was 
over his marriage into the 
family, and that on several occa- 
sions when they met quarrels re- 
sulted and Bocchieri attempted to 
strike him. He had married Boc- 
chieri's foster-daughter after

Rescuers Called to Elba, 
Ala., Isolated by Sudden 
Rise of Waters — Dozen 
Other Cities Inundated.

NEW ORLEANS, March 15.—A 
radio message from the naval re- 
serve station at Pensacola, Fla., to 


the New Orleans radio station,late 
today said that Flomaton and 
Brewton, Ala., were marooned by 
high water and 10,000 persons were 
in danger with no food supplies.

NATIONAL GUARD BASE, near 
Elba, <Ala., March 15.—Thirty- 
three persons had been rescued 
from the town of Elba at 3:30 p. 
m. by National Guardsmen. 

Two boats were in operation, Dr. 
Stanley said, and others would be 
in use before nightfall, 

Rescue work is directed toward 
persons on the roofs of the smaller 
houses, the physician said, as those 
in attics and on higher buildings 
were not considered to be in im- 
mediate danger. 

The two-story school building 
was still crowded with a number 
of school children and men, wom- 
en and children still clustered on 
tree tops and roofs,

MONTGOMERY, Ala., March 15, 
—Alabama National Guardsmen 
had succeeded in rescuing 37. per- 
sons, most of them women and 
children, from the inundated re- 
gions around Elba, Gov. Bibb 
Graves was advised at 8:30 a. m. 
today. The rescue party was com- 
‘posed of the vanguard of guards- 
men sent from here early yester- 
day. 

The message said the refugees 
bad been removed to safety from 
a point six miles from Elba, add- 
ing that the rescuers were pushing 
on toward the flooded city in mo- 
torboats. No casualties were re- 
ported 

National guardsmen have eiidbs 
lished telephone communications 
with an outpost one-half mile from 
Elba, where a telephone lineman 
is perched in a tree top. 

He reported that the water was 
lapping at the roof tops of the high- 
er buildings while the smaller 
buildings were completely sub- 
merged. The lineman, George 
Borum, reported he could hardly 
see the housctops and that the 
cries of the people atop the build- 
ings could be heard plainly. 

Lieut. Kelsoe, in charge of a 
rescue detachment, reported to 
Gov. Graves that the water was be- 
ginning to fall in the vicinity of 
Elba, Ala. The officer reported 
that he was in a position from 
which he could see Elba citizens. 
on the housetops and that the wa- 
ter had fallen about 10 inches. His 
detachment, he said, picked up 13 
persons. This makes a total of 92 
persons reported rescued, 

Waters from White River, Big 
Creek and the treacherous Pea 
River descended on Elba late yes- 
terday and last night as a result of 
a record rainfall during the pre- 
vious 48 hours. 

Reports from Enterprise, 18 
miles southeast of Elba, indicated 
the position ef the flood sufferers 
was extremely precarious. Rescue 
parties after six miles of siow 
travel were stopped by a washed 
out bridge. A party of National 
Guardsmen from Montgomery was 
marooned by the same washout. 
Their means of escape back to 
Montgomery to attempt another 
route to Elba was cut off. 

Five Persons 
Direct communication with Elba 
has been impossible since early 
yesterday afternoon. Reports of 
the plight of residents there 
reached Enterprise and were re- 
layed here by couriers and a party 
of five refugees, Mrs. H. C. John- 
son and her two daughters, Chris- 
tina and Mary Louise, Mrs. C. B, 
Johnson and Miss Alice Hughes, 
Coffee County home demonstration 
agent.

In several of the exhibits may be 
noticed snapdragon in spikes un- 
usually large and richly tinted. 
They are the “Schneider's Pink,”’ 
which florists everywhere obtain 
from St. Louis.

And, al- 
most hidden in a central bank of 
professional growers’ prides, there 
is one plant of “Dutchman's 
breeches.”

Charles Meichel, a barber who 
became wealthy through saving his 
wages and tips and buying.real es- 
tate, is out $20,000 today because 
he signed a robber’s bond to oblige 
a lawyer friend. 

The robber, George 


Faudi, 24 


years old, has fled to avoid serving 


a 50-year prison term. Meichel and 
his, lawyer-friend, Verne R. @. 
Lacy, former Assistant Circuit At- 
torney, are trying to find Faudi to 
save $20,000. 

“Faudi was a stranger to me,” 
Meichel told a Post-Dispatch  re- 
porter today at the Ericsson Hotel, 
2608 Locust street, a 55-room 
structure which is part of his realty 
holdings. 

Meets Robber’s Mother. 

“Lacy brought the boy’s mother 
to me and asked me to go on his 
bond so he could appeal from his 
conviction.,”’ Meichel explained. 
“I’m not a professional bondsman, 
but from time to time I]. do sign 
bonds out of friendship. To oblige 
Lacy, I signed this bond. I own 
more than $100,000 worth of real 
estate and had no trouble in quali- 
fying as surety. 

“IT haven't seen Faudi since last 
May. I saw Lacy yesterday and he 
thought the boy would be coming 
in soon to surrender. 

“Losing $20,000 won’t worry me, 
but just the same I’m going to start 
looking for the boy.” 

Meichel is a well-groomed, gray- 
haired man, 60 years old and un- 
married. He began work as a bar- 
ber, then bought a shop, then sev- 
eral shops. Later he bought a 
cheap hotel, then other hotels. He 
lives at the Ericsson, which is the 
only hotel he now owns. 

Faudi was a member of a gang 
of robbers implicated in a series of 
crimes two years ago which cul- 
minated in the killing of a tele- 
phene company collector in a store 
holdup, Faudi received his 650- 
year sentence for a $120 robbery at 
the Standard Dyeing and Cleaning 
Co., 3444 Gravois avenue. 

Bond Ordered Forfeited. 

Following his conviction, Circuit 
Judge Ossing fixed Faudi'’s appeal 
bond at $125,000, later reducing it 
to $100,000, which Faudi was un- 
able to furnish, and he served a 
month in the penitentiary. He ap- 
pealed to the Missouri Supreme 
Court, which reduced the bond to 
$20,000, whereupon Meichel signed 
the bond. 

Faudi’s conviction was affirmed 
by the Supreme Court last Decem- 
ber and since then he has been 
sought in vain. Yesterday the Su- 
preme Court ordered the bond for- 
feited. 

To make matters worse for 
Meichel, who signed the bond out 
of friendship for Attorney Lacy, 
he says he has received only part 
of the fee he expected from 
Faudi’s mother. Meichel would not 
disclose the amount of the fee.

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HOOVER WLLNOT: 
DICTATE TERNS 
OFFARMRELEF. jf 


Will Outline His Views in 
Message to Extra Session 
and Then Let Congress 
Work Out Its Plan. 


By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, March 13— 

President Hoover has no intention 

of undertaking to dictate either 


| the terms or the name of the farm 


relief bill to be considered at the 
special session of Congress—a 
measure which he expects will 
form the basis for a solution of 
the agricultural problem. 

While he will outline his views 
on the subject in his message at 
the opening of the extraordinary 
session April 15, he looks to the 
House and Senate Agricultural 
Committees to work out a con- 
structive measure from the various 
proposals which have-been or will 
be submitted for their considera- 
tion. 

Meanwhile, he will hold himself 
in readiness to consult with mem- 
bers of the committee at any time 
they may desire his opinion or ad- 
vice. He already has talked about 
farm relief with a number of the 
congressional leaders. Frequent 
visits by members of the agriamil- 
ture committees to the White 
House during the formative stages 
of the legislation are expected, 

To Let Congress Alone. 

The President’s plan of relation- 
ship with Congress on farm refjef 
is an indication of the course “he 
will follow on other legislation. He 
holds to the constitutional stipula- 
tion for three separate and distinct 
branches of the Federal Govern- 
ment and consequently feels that 
the administrative branch shouwld 
refrain from undertaking to in- 
fluence the legislative branch wun- 
duly in the performance of ‘Uts 
functions. . 

There has been conjecture’ of 
late as to what name the néw

OUT OF POLITICS, DORAN SAYS 


Dry Chief Declares Inaug rural Ad- 
dress Had “Electrical Effect 
on Enforcement.” 
PHILADELPHIA, March 15.— 
Dr. James M. Doran, Federal Pro. 
hibition Commissioner, yesterday 
told the Laymen’s Association of 
the Philadelphia Methodist Epis- 
copal conference that prohibition 
will have ceased to be a political 
issue at the end of the Hoover ad- 

ministration. 

“In the next four years.” de- 
clared Dr. Doran, “you will see 
prohibition, as a national policy, 
out of the bounds of a political 
question, President Hoover, in his 
augural address, struck the nail 
on the head when he said, “The 
maintenance of the eighteenth 
essential to the 
maintenance of orderly govern- 
ment in the United States." That 
address had an electrical effect on 
law enforcement, particularly on 
enforcement of the eighteenth 
amendment. 

“You cannot regulate alcohol. 
The only way to deal with it is to 
suppress it. The closing of the 
saloons in the United States, re- 
gardless of propaganda to the con- 
trary, has tremendously decreased 
consumption of alcoholic beverages 
in this country.”

DISCUSSES U.S, PRES 


Compares Newspaper With 
Those of Paris, Mentioning 
Front Page Editorials There. 


Instead of gazing contsantly at 
the scenery, on a journey from 
California to St. Louis, Raymond 
Lange, Paris newspaper publisher, 
leoked over the shoulders of his 
fellow passengers, to see what part 
of their newspapers they were 
reading. M. Lange, general secre- 
tary of L’Intransigeant, spoke be- 
fore_the Alliance Francaise yester- 
day at the Kingsway Hotel. 

“Few were reading the editor- 
ials,” he noted, “In France, every- 
cne reads the editorials. They 
are on the front page, as the most 
important feature of the paper, 

“In France, too, the editorials, 
and the important news items, are 
signed b ythe writers, That gives 
individuality, instead of the anon- 
ymity of the American news- 
paper, The editorials are short, 
and filled with Vitality. As a re- 
sult, I think the papers there are 
more powerful, because the writ- 
ers become known, and are influ- 
ential personally, and the paper 
profits fro mthat influence. 

“Murders and crimes are given 
secondary place.. The French jour- 
nalists believe that in speaking of 
murders, people are thinking of 
murders, and that the detailed ac- 
counts create a tendency to emu- 
late. We believe such things should 
not be Advertised. 

“Here in America a newspaper 
circulates largely in the immediate 
vicinity of its publication.

That will be almost 
double what he was paid for the 
year in which he made his best 
record—one which he probably 
will not be able to duplicate, 
Dazzy is nearing the sere and 
yellow and, like many another 
ball player he is cashing in past 
performances as present profits. 


Baseball is like that. For ex- 
ample: Here is our Rogers 
Hornsby, slowing down and near- 
ing the normal decline period, 
all padded up with another big 
contract, for goodness knows 
what fabulous sum—perhaps be- 
tween $30,000 and $40,000 an- 
nually. In some of his best years 
he got half that amount. George 
Sisler was paid more after his 
peak, than when he won the 
“most valuable” trophy. Ty Cobb 
after more than 20 years in the 
major leagues and confessedly 
ready to retire, was paid twice 
as much by Philadelphia in one 
year as he received in his very 
prime,- from Detroit. Numerous 
other cases tell of great plavers 
who received their highest pay 

after their peak had passed. 

They earn it. In fact, they 
earned it long ago. It is the be- 
lated reward for previously ren- 
dered services. Club owners do 
not feel justified in. paying high- 
ly for success one or two sea- 
sons.
